■ Sble ledges are likely to be J'-'ry fffi'- 
nblr worked. Tbo SUuutayd's article la 
Konorally regretted hero particularly at 
this time B8 tbo quartz interests require 
assistance and encourugoment. 

So breathes a resoluliou paaned »t u 
public indignation meeting held at Ear- 
kervillo on tho 21stin3t. Tho re«ohition 
is short but explicit; brief but pungent. 
As an ondorsomont of tho Government 
mining policy by tho most populous min- 
ing centre of Cariboo it is valuable. As 
a condemnation of the course the Slan- 
dard has pursued respecting the value 
and development of tho quartz interests 
of the Province tho resolution will be 
scarcely as effective for reasons that wo 
■hall proceed to show. Tho CKciting 
cause of tbo indignation of the miners was 
a leailing artiolo in tho Slandard of tho 

' 5tb inst., which at tucked tlio Govornmout 
poliov, suoercil at tho iiuarii^ rcsouiees of 
the Province, and called in question Mr. 
Harper's ability as a mining engineer. 
Tbo article wna of a virulent and dangtr- 
ons character. It nut only repudiated the 
eiistouco of auriferous quartz at Cariboo 
but declared the Govornmout offer of a bo- 
nus for a quartz mill to bo bogus, and as- 
Bailed Mr. Harper, who brought with him 
the highest testimouiula from mine owners 
in California, Nevada and Chile. It was 
therefore calculated to neutralize any ef- 
forts he might make to attract capital to 
work the gold and silver veins of Cariboo 
and as such was a positive injury to tbo 
country in general iiiid Curibco in piuli- 
culur. Amongst tho gnntloinoa who at- 
tended tho meeting to conchnun the Slitn- 

.'iard aiticlo wero Kovenil who warmly 
Bupported Mr. Cowan during tho recent 
election contest. Mr. Cowan was aluo 
there, and— of all men!— Mr. Walkem was 
there, too, and took part in tbo demon- 
stration. Tbo resolution of condemna- 
tion was univerbully apuroved and unani- 
mously passetl. Tiio meeting and tha re- 
solution wero certainly natural un- 
der the ciroumsianccs AUuvijl dig 
gings having beci mo nearly e.\.liausi- 
ed attention has of Into been turned to 
opening the quartz veins of the district. 
Many miiur.s and all the merchants hn\o 
invested money in the.i0 veins. Tbo suc- 
cessful development of QUO lode wouki 
set the district on its legs again. Xho fu- 
ture prosperity of ilie Dibtriet is there- 
fore bound up in quartz. Should tbat 
sheet-anchor fail the district will shrink 
to very small proportions indeed. It, i.s 
sattiral, therefore, that the men of Cavi 
boo should be sensitive du the point, and 
that when tho Government bad shown 
that, notwithstanding tho result of tho 
election, thoy intended to carry out their 
polic^y — which is a wiso and honest poli- 
cy — it was bnt natural that even opijon- 
ents of the Goverumeut should come fur- 
ward to sustain and endorse that poiiiy 
and condemn a ncAvspaper which, in its 
eagerness to wrwck a ministry, is prepar 
ed to ruin a large and im^-ortant mining 
district and damage tho country to au in- 
calculable degree. 

So far, therefore, as the action of tho 
lato opponents of the Government in coin- 
ing forward to cndoi'so ,tbi ir policy is 
concerned, tho movemont v>uh a proper 
one. A policy that challenges thu admi- 
ral ion even of opponents must bo 
good; and as tho rain is said to fall on tho 
unjust as well aH on the just, so will tbo 
beneficial etTecta ■•f tho Govornment 
quartz mining policy pro.si)or their ojipo- 
ents as well as their friends. The people of 
Cariboo feel and know this now, and hence 
their anxiety to show tbat thoy upiirociate 
the attempt of the Guvernment to advance 
their interests. 

Tho couilomnation of tho Standard was 
rif^bly doiervtd, but it is not with a ])lea- 
surablo feeling that wo record tbo fact, 
because it is pliiin from what wont before 
the article of tlio oth of July tbat t!ie 
weight ol the puuiahmcut should have 
fallen on other shoulders. Tlie ^^it iiiiiarii 
IB Mr. Walketn'B personal organ. It lias 
no policy that lie does not shape. It has 
no opinion tliat be lins not first esprossod. 
It has no ideas that bo has not farnishod 
it with. Like Peck's materialized i-piriis, 
that si'om to como and go at tho laciliiiMi's 
bidding, it is a creatuvo uf Air. Walkein'a 
creation and exists only by virtue of tbat 
gentleman's skillful manipulation of 
•'mask.s and faces." Under tho circniu- 
Htanccs, therefore, was it proper, or de- 
cent, or right that Mr. 'Walkem should 
join in a popular movomc^nt to condomu 
his own organ; that ho should have sat 
with tbo jurors on his own case, and 
brought ill a verdict of guilty ag'iin.st 
his organ'/ Ilie resolution coud'3inns the 
article of the 5tb July. What have the 
jieoplo of Cariboo to Bay of tho articles 
that appeared in tho Standard during tbo 
jnonths of May and Juno. Those articles 
decried the quart/, resouiccs of C'aiiboo 
and attatlci'd tbo Government p.olicy in 
oitcndmg aid to quartz mining. Tho 
loader of ibo Ojiposition was in Victoria 
when the damaging articles wore ijrinted. 
Humor says it was his hand that in- 
dited them. At least, thoy mot witb bis 
ajiproval and were sunt forward to t!aii 
buo for cirenhiticjn to inllucnco t\io elec- 
tion. Copies of tho papers aro at hand as 
we write, and some day we may amusti 
tbo publio witb extracts. At present wo 
content ourselves with saying that wo 
think tho Standard basbeen sourvily trcHt- 
lid by its patron.

On Tin: B.\r,KAK.— Military writers 
bavo described Bulgnvia as a vast fort- 
ress, tho Danube being Iho wet ditch, 
tho geutlo slope from tho Balkan to 
tho river being tho glacis and the 
moautain range the rampart. Tho 
Russians have crossed the ditch and 
tbo glacis now lies in front of them. 
Midway between tho ditch and the 
rampart; is a lino of line stroug-holds, 
which tbo double purpose of advanced 
posts of tho mountain barrier and 
points d'appui of tbo fortress of the 
Danube. Varus lies directly south of 
Cernavada; Hhuinla, tbo ccntro of tho 
second lino of defense, is south of Sil- 
istiia; Osmond Bazar and Prftvndi aio 
wretched villages west and east of 
Shumla; and, iinally, Tirnova, at the 
left of the line, is iniclwa_v botwoen tho 
Balkan and Sistova, wlioio tho Ihis- 
siaiis bavo crosBod the Daiuibo. Tho 
ruads from Kiistchuk and Sistova meet 
a few miles north of Tirnova. This is 
the ancient capital of Bulgaria. It lies 
in a mountain basin a thousand foot in 
depth, hollowed out by the river Jan- 
lia, and is surrounded by a forest of 
liiideu, chestnut and fruit trees. A 
tongue of land nearly cuts the basin in 
half, and on each side, as well as on 
the plateau, tho houses nro built. At 
tho extroiuity of each tonguo is an an- 
cient castlo, built ou an elovatod rock, 
and conuectod by a biidgo with tho 
town. Tbo Turks have always bated 
Tirnova.and the town is now in ruins. 
Its position is naturally a very strong 
ono, but the artificial defences are very 
iiisiguificant. There are throe roads 
leading acros.s the mountains from 
Tirnova. Two . of those are barely 
moro than bridle paths. The other is 
by tbo lofty puss of Ciabrora to Kosau- 
lik, and loads over a Boman causeway, 
lit for artillery until the crest is reach- 
ed. The mountains at this Gabrova 
pass are about five hundred feet high. 
This is one of the three defiles in the 
Balkan which military critics regard a» 
practical for an advancing army.

I am disqualified for anything. If I waa 
turned (uit to-day I would starve to 
morrow.' So much for a (iovLrnment 
].o.sitioii that young men aro so anxious 
to got. Thoy had better let it alone.' —

English k Co., ut lirown's Land- 
ing, is the largest cannory on tlio rirf^r, 
anil at present about 300 hands arc em- 
ployed by it.
